lace), under the administration of General

keodorns Balley, who in his seventy-first yoar
was both a hero of the Revolutionary war and
Postmaster of that clty. In those daysa half.
dozen persons performed the work of the oflice,
and In 1845 Mr. Taylor, as chlef clerk, assorted
all the mails himself, and the good postmaster
with hi= family lived In rooms adjacent to and
forming n part of the office.

Genera! Balley was succeeded ns Poslmaster
by Gouverneur and Coddington, under both of
whom Mr. Taylor remained as chiel clerk., Ile
remained under the successive administrations
of Jobn L. Grabham, Robert H. Morrls, Willlam
V. Brady, and Isaac V. Fowler, as well as under
the short term of General John A. Dix, who
was appointed Postmaster after the flight of
Fowler,

Upon the beginming of the trouble suceceding
the election of Mr. Lincoln, in 1560, General
Dix was called to the Cabinet of Mr. Bachanan
to serve as Secretary of the Treasury during the
few monihs that remaiped of his onexpired
term; and Mr. Taylor then received the only re-
coguition he had ever had at the hands of the

oliticiane, and was appointed Postmaster to

Il the vacancy in Janvary, 1861, holding the
position a%out one year, at the end of which
time he was displaced by the appolntment of
Mr. Waketman, Bince that time, and until his
death, l e bns acted as Assistani Postmaster,
He leaves n wife and large family in only mode-
rate cirenmstances. At the time of his death
bhe was sevenly-one years and one month of
aje.
